ORDINANCE  REPEALING  §  428-52  OF  THE  CODE  OF  THE  TOWNSHIP 
OF  MIDDLETOWN  GOVERNING  SNOW  SHOVELING  REGISTRY 

WHEREAS,  the  Township  has  maintained  an  unused  code  provision  to  establish 
registry  of  seniors  and  other  individuals  who  could  use  assistance  with  snow  and  ice 
removal  by  those  sentenced  to  community  service  in  municipal  court;  and 

WHEREAS,  community  service  sentences  are  infrequently  imposed,  and  when 
imposed,  cannot  generally  be  imposed  to  be  carried  out  at  the  Township's  discretion 
during  a  snow  event;  and 

WHEREAS,  due  to  the  aforementioned  reasons  and  other  liability  concerns,  it 
has  been  recommended  that  §  428-52  of  the  Township  Code  be  repealed. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ORDAINED  by  the  Township  Committee  for  the 
Township  of  Middletown  in  the  County  of  Monmouth  that  §  428-52  of  the  Code  of  the 
Township  of  Middletown  is  hereby  repealed  in  its  entirety  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Repeal  of  §  428-52 

§  428-52.  Voluntary  registry  of  senior  and  disabled  residents. 

A  voluntary  registry  of  senior  (70  years  or  more  in  age)  and  disabled  residents  shall  be 
maintained  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Parks,  and  Engineering  of  those  who 
may  require  assistance  with  snow  and/or  ice  removal.  Those  on  this  registry  would  not 
be  subject  to  the  penalties  provided  under  this  chapter  and  may  be  eligible  for  snow 
removal  assistance  by  violators  ordered  to  provide  community  service  as  a  penalty 
under  §  ^128-51  hereof. 

SECTION  2.  Repealer. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  which  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  are,  to  the  extent  of  such  inconsistency,  hereby  repealed. 

SECTION  3.  Severability. 

Should  any  section,  clause,  sentence,  phrase  or  provision  of  this  ordinance  be 
declared  unconstitutional  or  invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such 
decision  shall  not  affect  the  remaining  portions  of  this  ordinance. 


SECTION  4.  Effective  Date. 


This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  final  passage,  adoption  and  publication  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  law. _

SUBJECT:  Amendments  to  Chapter  540,  Planning  and  Development  Regulations 


On  August  30,  2017,  I  prepared  a  memorandum  recommending  rezoning  Block  496,  Lots  5  and  6.01  to 
B-l  from  the  existing  R-10  zone,  pursuant  to  the  Master  Plan  recommendation  that  the  proximity  to  the 
center  of  Campbell’s  Junction  commercial  activity  coupled  with  its  location  adjacent  to  a  major  NJ 
Transit  bus  transfer  point  renders  the  area  suitable  for  commercial  development;  and  accordingly,  should 
be  zoned  for  commercial  and/or  mixed-use  development  consistent  with  B-l  Zoning  standards.  This 
ordinance  includes  the  rezoning  of  the  said  properties,  and  an  amended  zoning  map  reflecting  the  same  as 
well  as  demarcating  the  redevelopment  areas  pursuant  to  the  adopted  North  Middletown  Redevelopment 
Plan,  Belford  Redevelopment  Plan,  and  the  Municipal  Complex  Redevelopment  Plan. 

Recently  the  Zoning  Officer  was  contacted  by  Belford  Brewing  Company  who  want  to  expand  their 
operations.  The  2014  Master  Plan  Reexamination  Report  recommended  that  taking  into  consideration  the 
rise  in  popularity  of  microbrewing  and  distilling,  and  changes  to  State  regulations,  the  zoning 
amendments  should  be  updated  clearly  defining  these  operations  to  ensure  they  are  appropriately  located 
should  future  interest  arise.  Therefore,  the  ordinance  has  been  updated  to  provide  a  definition  and  to 
permit  microbrewery  /  microdistillery  in  the  B-l,  B-2,  B-3,  M-l  and  MC  Zone  Districts.  Furthermore,  the 
Reexamination  report  recommended  examination  of  permitted  uses  in  the  Business  Professional,  Office 
Research  and  other  commercial  Zones  to  foster  increased  occupancy  at  numerous  vacant  office  buildings. 
Upon  review  of  the  list  of  permitted  uses  and  in  order  to  foster  occupancy,  a  gym,  health  spa  and  athletic 
club  use  that  is  currently  permitted  as  an  “Accessory”  use  has  been  updated  to  be  principally  permitted  in 
the  BP  Zone  District.  Additionally,  the  Schedule  of  Uses  has  been  revised  to  replace  the  topic 
“Agricultural”  to  “Farm”  in  order  to  clarify  that  the  uses  under  “Farm”  are  permitted  strictly  on  farmland 
only.  Currently,  dog  boarding  facilities,  woodland  etc.  are  permitted  as  Accessory  Uses  in  ALL 
residential  Zones  whether  the  property  is  classified  as  a  “farmland”  or  not,  when  rather  the  ordinance’s

intent  of  identifying  certain  uses  as  “Agricultural”  was  to  permit  those  types  of  uses  on  farmland  only. 
Moreover,  the  ordinance  provides  a  clear  definition  for  “farm,”  while  none  exists  for  “agricultural,” 

The  other  changes  to  the  ordinance  include  permitting  Electronic  Message  Center  signs  on  properties 
containing  public,  private  and /  or  parochial  schools,  and  places  of  worship  with  a  congregation  area  of  a 
minimum  of  100  congregants.  To  control  the  aesthetics,  the  ordinance  includes  additional  sign  standards.

MICROBREWERIES  AND  MICRODISTILLERIES  ARE  PERMITTED  USES  IN 
CERTAIN  ZONES  WHILE  ESTABLISHING  STANDARDS  FOR  THE  SAME 


WHEREAS,  the  Township's  Planning  and  Development  regulations  include 
standards  that  control  the  location,  scale  and  type  of  land  uses  within  the  Township; 
and 


WHEREAS,  on  October  27,  2004,  the  Planning  Board  adopted  a  Comprehensive 
Master  Plan,  and  the  said  Master  Plan  was  reaffirmed  and  readopted  by  the  Planning 
Board  on  October  1,  2008,  and  thereafter  updated  on  July  15,  2009,  September  12, 

2011,  and  August  6,  2014;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Township  routinely  reviews  various  zoning  regulations  and  design 
standards  in  order  to  address  particular  issues  discussed  in  the  Master  Plan  and  Master 
Plan  Reexamination  Report  relative  to  implementation  of  various  zoning  regulations  and 
design  standards  on  a  Township-wide  basis;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  2004  Master  Plan  recommends  that  the  tract  containing  Block  496, 
Lots  5  and  6.01  should  be  zoned  for  commercial  and/or  mixed-use  development  and  that 
a  residential  land  use  designation  is  no  longer  appropriate  at  this  location;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  2009  Master  Plan  Reexamination  Report  recommends  that  the 
proximity  of  the  tract  containing  Block  496,  Lots  5  and  6.01  to  the  center  of  Campbell's 
Junction  commercial  activity  coupled  with  its  location  adjacent  to  a  major  NJ  Transit  bus 
transfer  point  renders  the  site  suitable  for  commercial  development,  and  accordingly, 
this  area  should  be  assigned  a  commercial  land  use  designation  and  should  be  zoned  for 
commercial  and/or  mixed-use  development  consistent  with  B-l  Zoning  standards;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  2014  Master  Plan  Reexamination  Report  finds  that  the 
recommendations  in  the  2009  and  2011  Master  Plan  Reexamination  Reports  to  rezone 
certain  areas  including  a  section  along  Leonardville  Road  in  Campbell's  Junction  remain 
valid;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Township  is  desirous  of  amending  its  planning  and  development 
regulations  to  designate  properties  on  the  Zoning  Map  located  at  Block  496,  along 
Leonardville  Road,  from  the  present  zoning  classification  of  R-10  to  a  B-l  classification; 
and 


WHEREAS,  the  2014  Master  Plan  Reexamination  Report  recommends  the  further 
examination  of  permitted  uses  in  the  Business  Professional,  Office  Research  and  other 
commercial  zones  to  foster  increased  occupancy  of  numerous  vacant  office  buildings; 
and 


WHEREAS,  the  2014  Master  Plan  Reexamination  Report  further  recommends 
zoning  amendments  should  be  updated  to  clearly  define  microbrewery/microdistillery 
to  ensure  they  are  appropriately  located. 


WHEREAS,  in  2013,  the  Township  adopted  regulations  conditionally  permitting 
Electronic  Message  Center  (EMC)  signs;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  2015,  the  Township  amended  the  regulations  governing  the  EMC 
signs  to  strengthen  certain  provisions  of  the  regulations  while  banning  any  new  EMC 
signs;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Township  finds  it  appropriate  to  restrict  EMC  signs  to  public, 
private,  parochial  schools,  and  places  of  worship  in  order  to  preserve  and  enhance  the 
Township  as  a  desirable  community  in  which  to  live  and  conduct  business;  and  to 
promote  a  pleasing,  orderly,  safe,  and  visually  attractive  environment;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  accordance  with  N.J.S.A.  40:55D-62,  the  Township  Committee  is 
charged  with  adopting  zoning  standards  relating  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  uses  of 
land  and  of  buildings  and  structures  thereon  in  order  to  protect  the  general  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  the  public. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ORDAINED  by  the  Township  Committee  of  the 
Township  of  Middletown  in  the  County  of  Monmouth,  State  of  New  Jersey  that  Chapter 
540  of  the  Code  of  the  Township  of  Middletown  is  hereby  amended  and  supplemented 
as  follows: 

(Additional  regulations  or  amended  text  indicated  in  bold  type;  deleted  text  is  shown  in 
strikethrough  italics.) 

SECTION  1. 


Block  496,  Lots  5  and  6.01,  along  Leonardville  Road,  shall  be  rezoned  from  the  present 
zoning  classification  of  R-10  to  a  B-l  classification. 

Section  540-901  Zoning  Map 

The  Official  Zoning  Map  is  hereby  amended  and  revised  as  depicted  in  Exhibit  A  as 
follows: 

1.  To  change  the  zone  designation  for  Block  496,  Lots  5  and  6.01  to  B-l  Business  Zone.

(the  "Belford  Redevelopment  Plan");

SECTION  2. 


The  Schedule  of  Permitted  Uses  incorporated  by  reference  as  Appendix  A  under  Section 
540. 902. B  of  the  ordinance  shall  be  amended  as  follows: 


1.  To  delete  the  title  "Agricultural"  and  replace  it  with  "Farm; 


2.  To  delete  Gym,  health  spa  and  athletic  club  as  an  "Accessory"  use  and  instead 
allow  the  same  as  a  "Permitted"  use  in  the  Business  Professional  (B/P)  Zone 
District. 

3.  To  include  Microbrewery  as  a  "Permitted"  use  in  B-l,  B-2,  B-3,  M-l,  and  MC  Zone 
Districts. 

4.  To  include  Microdistillery  as  a  "Permitted"  use  in  B-l,  B-2,  B-3,  M-l,  and  MC  Zone 
Districts. 

SECTION  3. 


Section  540-203,  Definitions,  is  hereby  amended  to  include  the  following: 

MICROBREWERY  -  A  brewery  holding  a  limited  brewery  license  issued  by  the  State  of 
New  Jersey  as  defined  by  N.J.S.A.  33:1-10. lb  producing  less  than  50,000  barrels  of  31 
gallons  of  malt  beverage  per  year,  and  to  sell  and  distribute  this  product  to 
wholesalers  and  retailers  licensed.

issued  by  the  director  of  the  State  Division  of  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  (ABC).  The 
holder  of  this  license  shall  not  sell  food  or  operate  a  restaurant  on  the  licensed 
premises.  "Sampling"  means  the  selling  at  a  nominal  charge  or  the  gratuitous  offering 
of  an  open  container  not  exceeding  four  ounces  of  any  malt  alcoholic  beverage,  and 
"product"  means  any  malt  alcoholic  beverage  that  is  produced  on  the  premises 
licensed  under  this  subsection. 

MICRODISTILLERY  -  A  distillery  holding  a  craft  distillery  license  issued  by  the  State  of 
New  Jersey  as  defined  by  N.J.S.A.  33:1-10. 3d  producing  not  more  than  20,000  gallons 
of  distilled  alcoholic  beverages,  to  sell  and  distribute  this  product  to  wholesalers  and 
retailers  licensed.  The  holder  of  this  license  shall  be  entitled  to  sell  this  product  at 
retail  to  consumers  on  the  licensed  premises  of  the  distillery  for  consumption  on  the 
premises,  but  only  in  connection  with  a  tour  of  the  distillery,  and  for  consumption  off 
the  premises  in  a  quantity  of  not  more  than  five  liters  per  person,  and  offer  any 
person  not  more  than  three  samples  per  calendar  day  for  sampling  purposes  only. 
"Sampling"  means  the  gratuitous  offering  of  an  open  container  not  exceeding  one-half 
ounce  serving  of  distilled  alcoholic  beverage  produced  on  the  distillery  premises.  The 
holder  of  this  license  shall  not  sell  food  or  operate  a  restaurant  on  the  licensed 
premises. 

SECTION  4. 


Section  540-627. R  is  hereby  amended  to  include  the  following: 

Microbrewery  /  Microdistillery:  one  space  for  1,100  square  feet  of  gross  floor  area  or 
one  (1)  for  every  two  (2)  customers  allowed  based  upon  the  number  of  seats  in  the 
tasting  room,  whichever  is  greater,  plus  one  space  per  employee. 

SECTION  5. 


Section  540-826,  Electronic  Message  Center  Signs,  is  hereby  amended  to  include  the 
following:

■EE - An  EMC  sign  shall  only  be  used  to  advertise  goods  and  services  sold  on  the 

property  where  it  is  located;  to  publicize  on-site  activities;  to  display  time,  date 

and  temperature,  and  public  service  announcements.  An  EMC  may  not  display 

messages  associated  with  an  off-premises  business,  establishment,  activity, 

product  or  service.  An  EMC  may  be  used  for  public  service  announcements  and 

public  activities  with  the  prior  approval  of  the  Administrative  Officer. 

E - No  EMC  shall  be  permitted  in  a  designated  historic  district. 

E - A  conditional  use  permit  shall  not  be  required  for  the  electronic  display  of 

numerical  fuel  pricing  at  facilities  dispensing  motor  vehicle  fuel. 

SECTION  6. 


Section  540-635,  Signs,  is  hereby  amended  to  include  the  following: 

U.  Electronic  Message  Signs: 

(1)  Freestanding  EMC  signs  shall  be  permitted  on  properties  containing  public, 
private,  parochial  schools,  and  existing  places  of  worship  with  a 
congregation  area  that  can  accommodate  a  minimum  of  100  congregants 
and  places  of  worship  proposed  in  accordance  with  Section  540-817. 

(2)  No  EMC  sign  shall  be  permitted  in  a  designated  historic  district. 

(3)  Only  one  (1)  EMC  sign  shall  be  permitted  on  the  said  premises  or 
institution. 

(4)  The  appearance  of  an  EMC  sign  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  following: 

a.  Text  and/or  graphics  shall  be  the  illuminated  foreground  focus  of  the 
EMC,  and  the  background  shall  remain  dimmer  than  the  displayed 
message. 

b.  The  displayed  message  shall  remain  static  for  a  minimum  of  fifteen 
seconds. 

c.  No  motion,  flashing,  fading,  scrolling  or  video  shall  be  permitted. 

d.  All  electronic  message  centers  shall  feature  automatic  dimming 
capability  controlled  by  photocell  sensors  or  approved  means  that 
make  adjustments  based  on  ambient  light  conditions. 

e.  The  maximum  specified  brightness  during  daylight  hours  shall  not 
exceed  5,000  nits,  and  the  maximum  specified  brightness  during  non¬ 
daylight  hours  shall  not  exceed  250  nits. 

f.  The  transition  time  between  messages  and/or  message  frames  is 
limited  to  one  second;  transitions  may  not  employ  fading,  dissolving, 
sweeping  or  other  effects. 

g.  In  the  event  of  malfunction,  EMC  signs  should  power  down  or  display  a 
static  black  screen. 


(5)  The  maximum  height  of  the  sign  shall  not  exceed  eight  feet  and  the 
maximum  area  of  the  sign  face  shall  not  exceed  35  square  feet.  The  EMC 
sign  shall  not  exceed  60%  of  the  total  sign  area. 

(6)  EMC  active  hours  of  operation  shall  be  limited  to  6:00  a.m.  to  11:00  p.m., 
and  a  static  message  shall  be  displayed  from  11:00  p.m.  to  6:00  a.m. 

(7)  An  EMC  sign  shall  only  be  used  to  publicize  on-site  activities;  to  display 
time,  date  and  temperature,  and  public  service  announcements.  An  EMC 
may  not  display  messages  associated  with  an  off-premises  business, 
establishment,  activity,  product  or  service.  An  EMC  may  be  used  for  public 
service  announcements  and  public  activities  with  the  prior  approval  of  the 
Administrative  Officer. 

SECTION  7. 


Section  540-817,  Places  of  worship,  is  hereby  amended  as  follows: 

F.  Permitted  signs. 

(1)  One  freestanding  sign  not  exceeding  4©  35  square  feet  in  area  nor  eight  feet 
in  height.  EMC  sign  is  permitted  in  accordance  with  Section  540-635. U. 

(2)  Facade  signage  occupying  no  greater  an  area  than  10%  of  the  front  facade  of 
the  building  to  which  the  sign  is  attached. 

SECTION  8. 


Section  540-818,  Private  and/or  parochial  schools,  is  hereby  amended  as  follows: 

D.  Permitted  signs.  One  freestanding  sign  not  larger  than  40  35  square  feet  in  area 
and  not  exceeding  eight  feet  in  height.  In  addition,  facade  signage  occupying  an 
area  no  greater  than  5%  of  the  front  facade.  Schools  which  border  more  than  one 
street  may  have  one  freestanding  sign  facing  each  street.  Only  one  freestanding 
EMC  sign  is  permitted  in  accordance  with  Section  540-635. U. 

SECTION  9.  Repealer 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  which  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  are,  to  the  extent  of  such  inconsistency,  hereby  repealed. 

SECTION  10.  Severability. 

Should  any  section,  clause,  sentence,  phrase  or  provision  of  this  ordinance  be 
declared  unconstitutional  or  invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such 
decision  shall  not  affect  the  remaining  portions  of  this  ordinance. 

SECTION  11.  Effective  Date 


This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  final  passage,  adoption  and  publication  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  law.

ORDINANCE  GRANTING  AN  ACCESS  AND  UTILITY 
EASEMENT  OVER  A  PORTION  OF  TOWNSHIP  OF 
MIDDLETOWN  PROPERTY  IDENTIFIED  AS  LOT  7,  BLOCK 
712,  ON  THE  TOWNSHIP  OF  MIDDLETOWN  TAX  MAP 

WHEREAS,  the  Township  of  Middletown  (“Middletown”)  is  the  owner  of  property 
known  and  identified  on  the  Township  of  Middletown  Tax  Map  as  Block  712,  Lot  7  (the  “Lot”); 

WHEREAS,  there  are  various  owners  of  property  known  and  identified  on  the  Township 
of  Middletown’s  as  Block  712,  Lots  4,  6  &  8,  said  lots  being  contiguous  to  the  Lot;  and 

WHEREAS,  Lot  6  in  Block  712  (the  “Landlocked  Lot”)  is  landlocked  and  has  no 
adequate  way  to  access  Township  road,  Hillside  Avenue,  nor  any  other  Township  road,  except 
through  the  Lot;  and 

WHEREAS,  Lots  4  &  8  are  not  landlocked  and  have  access  to  Hillside  Avenue;  and 

WHEREAS,  Andree  J.  Rathemacher  (“Rathemacher”)  is  the  owner  of  the  Landlocked 
Lot  and  has  requested  that  Middletown  execute  a  Grant  of  Easement  over  a  portion  of 
Middletown’s  Lot  for  the  purposes  of  ingress  and  egress  and  installation  and  maintenance  of 
utilities,  if  necessary,  to  the  Landlocked  Lot;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  Middletown  to  grant  an  access  and  utility 
easement  across  of  portion  the  Lot  for  the  purposes  of  the  Landlocked  Lot  in  the  form  of  the 
Grant  of  Easement  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  (the  “Easement”)  and  made  a  part  hereof.  In  lieu 
of  consideration,  the  Easement  to  the  Landlocked  Lot  shall  increase  the  value  of  the  land 
resulting  in  an  increase  in  the  tax  assessment  for  the  benefit  of  Middletown;  and 

WHEREAS,  Middletown  previously  adopted  Resolution  16-111  granting  a  temporary 
access  easement  over  a  portion  of  the  Lot  to  Rathemacher,  and  now  wishes  to  permanently  grant 
the  Easement;  and 

WHEREAS,  N.J.S.A.  40A:12-1  et  seq.  permits  the  conveyance  of  an  interest  in  land  not 
needed  for  public  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  public’s  interest  in  the  Easement  is  not  affected  by  the  granting  thereof; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ORDAINED  by  the  Mayor  and  Township  Committee  of 
the  Township  of  Middletown,  County  of  Monmouth  and  State  of  New  Jersey,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Township  of  Middletown  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  an  access 
and  utility  Grant  of  Easement  over  a  portion  of  Block  712,  Lot  7,  owned  by  it,  as  further  set  forth 
in  Exhibit  A  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof  to  Block  712,  Lot  6; 


Section  2.  The  Mayor,  Township  Administrator  and  Township  Clerk  are  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  all  documents  necessary  for  the  conveyance  of  the  Easement,  including  but 
not  limited  to  executing  Grant  of  Easement  and  other  conveyance  documents. 

Section  3.  The  land  subject  to  the  Easement  is  not  needed  for  public  purpose  and  it  is 
determined  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  Middletown  to  permit  such  Easement. 

Section  4.  If  any  section  or  provision  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  held  invalid  in  any 
Court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  same  shall  not  affect  the  other  sections  or  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  except  so  far  as  the  section  or  provision  so  declared  invalid  shall  be  inseparable  from 
the  remainder  or  any  portion  thereof. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  which  are  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of  such  inconsistency.
